In  191 2- -seven  jccars  ago  — I  |»ul)li.slnMl  ''The  Kint-rsoiis  <iJi(is 
Kmhorsoiis  of  Ipswich,  Muss;ichiisetts  J5ay  ('oloiiy  (|f)8.S),  and  of 
IJislioji's  Slortford,  ('o.  llcils,  KiiglauJ  (157S)."  During  tlie  inter- 
vening ,SL*v(;n  years  I  have  worked  at  the  problems  raised  in  the 
booklet  and  in  '' Tlie  English  Kiiiersons  " — still  without  any  tinancial 
help  from  American  members  of  the  family,  who  were  however  very 
anxious  to  get  iiold  of  llie  results  of  my  labour.  Having  been 
plagiarized  in  1H'J8,  1  decided  to  send  no  copies  of  my  1'JIIj  booklet 
to  the  U.S.A.  except  to  the  library  at  AVashington,  and  the  same 
course   will  be  adopted  with   this  booklet. 

1  have  ad<led  many  fresli  notes  to  my  I\IS.,  *■'  Eniersoniaiia,"  which 
will  be  deposited  at  my  deatii  in  the  British  Museum  MSS.  Library. 

I  have  in  this  booklet  pulled  the  strings  a  little  tighter  and  cleared 
up  several  important  little  matters,  and  the  discovery  of  the  hitherto 
unknown  visitations  of  (Jo.  Durham  helps  us  a  little  with  the  family 
.heraldry;  and  I  have  traced  George  Kinerson,  J. P.,  of  Standon,  Co. 
Herts,  to  iJlackwell,  near  Darlington,  Co.  Durliani,  and  given  my  latest 
hypotheses  as  to  the  origin  of  my  own  family;  in  fact,  1  look  upon  this 
George  Emerson,  .I.P.,  as  our  earliest  discovered  ancestor  at  present. 

The  great  war  of  course  stopped  all  expenditure  on  work  like  this. 
I  may  do  some  more  to  the  work,  or  this  may  be  the  last  contribution 
and  some  future  genealogist  may  cany  us  back  to  the  Archdeacon 
Aimeric  of  Durham  and  lind  the  proofs  of  the  missing  or  hypotiietical 
links.  Of  course,  the  war  has  thrown  back  all  genealogical  work  four 
years  or  more  and  many  records  that  would  have  been  printed  still 
remain  in  obscure  M.S.  The  greatest  contribution  to  the  work  in  this 
booklet  is  the  biography  of  Lieut.  Colonel  James  Emerson,  son  of 
Robert  Emerson,  of  Bishop's  Stortford — a  most  inlerestintr  soldier  of 
a  most  interesting  period  of  English  history.

I  could  never  understand  why  if  William  Emerson,  of  Standou, 
inherileil  Duos  iManor  and  other  lands  from  George  Emerson,  .J.  1*., 
there  was  no  existini^  i mi.  p.m.  cQuwevu in g  George  l"]merson  himsrlf  or 
other  record  to  prove  it.  Of  course,  such  an  iuq.  p.m.,  if  it  ever  existed, 
may  have  been  lost,  but  1  am  now  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  George 
Kmerson,  J.P.,  was  ncccr  a  tenant  la  capile  -dud  nccer  held  Doun  Manor 
or  any  other  lands  held  by  William  Emerson,  and  that  he  was  not  the 
fallivr  of  Williaiii  Eim:rsou,  of  Standon,  but  a  Londoner, 

lu  the  Plea  lloll  (].">10),  George  Emerson*  is  stated  to  have 
held  a  close  at  Standon,  which  was  burghnl.  In  Crown  Surveys, 
10  and  11  Hen.  VIll.  (151*J  — liO)  George  lt!merson  is  descril)ed  as 
Under-steward  of  Anstey  (Co.  Herts.),  and  in  u  later  account,  11  and 
12  Hen.  VIII.  (lo'Jd— 'Jl),  he  is  described  as  "late  Under-steward  of 
Anstey,"  and  in  a  later  account  still,  iJo  and  2G  Hen.  VI II.  (loui — 
3y),  the  bailitf  of  Standon  receives  -Id.  of  new  rent  from  George 
Emerson  I'or  encroachment  in  a  field  at  Standon  called  AV'hitehill — • 
over  half  an  acre.  In  I'G  and  -7  Hen.  VIII.  (loijo — oG)  the  (jntry 
concerning  this  rent  appears  as  nnpcr  Georyii  Euterson.  From  this  it 
may  be  inferred  that  (Jeorge  lunerson  was  alice  in  IGol— oo.  Now 
\Villiam  l^^merson,  of  Doos  Manor,  Standon,  made  his  will  Eebruary  ls(, 
l.)<"i.'>,  and  in  that  will  he  speaks  of"  the  will  of  his  father,"  thereftire 
his  lather  was  pri'sumably  dead  before  Eebruary  1st,  looo,  and  as  the 
inq.  p.m.  of  tlii.-s  William  Emerson  states  tliat  he  was  in  possession  of 
Doos  IManor  several  i/cars  before  his  death  (in  loou — <'M),  lu;  probably 
inherited  the  nKnu)r  some  years  belore  George  Emerson  died.  The 
holding  Whileiidl  cannot  be  traced  either  in  the  inq.  p.m.  of  AVilliam 
Emerson,  where  a  full  list  of  his  propeities  are  given,  or  in  the  inq.  p.m. 
or  close  roll  referring  to  his  son  Richard's  properties,  in  both  of  which 
full  details  of  the  parcels  of  land  held  by  William  and  Ricdiard  are  set 
forth.  It  is  (juite  clear  then  that  George  Emerson,  J. I'.,  could  not 
possibly  have  been  William  Emerson's  father.  'J'his  clears  up  a  matter 
1  could  never  prove  before.  He  mai/  iiave  been  his  brother  ;  but  that 
does  not  concern  us;  Ijut  it  is  imiirobable.  No  record  has  been  traced 
showing  that  ^Villiam  iMuerson  or  his  son  Richard  ever  held  or 
inherited  a  foot  of  land    held  by  George  Emerson,  J.l*.

1  suji^j^eslctl  ill  III)  I'JIU  liookk'l  thai  Ivoborl  lOmersoii,  oi'  AMf^alt', 
and  of  'rriiiity  C.iate  witliuul  Ahl^alc,  may  liave  iiilicriU'd  projjcilics 
tliorc  from  Kiclianl  Mmoisoi),  of  Staiuloii,  wlio  \^  as  supposed  to  own 
property  there,  as  liis  /;(</.  p. (/«.  gr.vc  th(?  name  Ahlrieh(>;  but  it  has 
l)eeii  discovered  that  liieliard's  properties  were  in  Ahlcrsijutc  and 
in  Trinity  Gate  without  AhJcragatc,  as  given  in  liis  will.  'I'lie 
evidenee  between  the  will  and  the  in<j.  p. in.  was  eoiiHieling,  but 
]\Ir.  Walford  traced  his  projierties  in  Aidersgate,  wliere  Uichai'd 
lOmerson  lived  and  died.  A  Thonias  Nuce  also  lived  there  (Lay 
Subsidy,  loGl)  and  a  Mistress  llemmersliee  (Lay  ,Sul)sidy,  liilih)  — 
evidently  u  niis-s|)elling  for  Mistress  Enierson — tlie  widow  of  William 
Emerson,  of  Doos,  no  doubt,  and  Kichard's  mother.  Therefore  the 
suiigestion  of  the  connection  between  liiehard  l!]merst)ii,  of  ,St.  J5otolph, 
Atderstjalf,  and  Kobert  iMiierson,  of  Nl.  llotolph.  Aldyctlc,  falls  to  the 
ground.  'J'hus  we  separate  AVilliam  and  liiehard,  of  Standon,  from 
George  Kmersoii,  of  Standon,  the  J. P.  George  iuiu'rson,  J. P.,  was 
a  Durham  man  ;  William  luuerson  and  his  son  K'iehard  w  ere  Jiondoiu-rs, 
and  probably  went  to  Standon  through  the  marriage  with  the   Nuces. 

George  Emerson  was  evidently  not  a  wealthy  man  (there  was  no 
pro[)erty  qualification  for  J.I'.'s  in  those  days)  :  he  had  a  house  and 
half  an  acre  of  land  {WhitchiH)  ;  he  was  an  attorney  and  notary  public 
and  under-steward  to  Anstey,  and  had  onee  held  parts  of  parcels  of 
land  in  or  near  Great  Dunmow,  in  Essex  (^indc  "  English  Emersons  ")  ; 
and  as  1  have  before  suggested,  he  was  a  donor  la,  Great  iJunmow 
Church,  and  so  had  his  arms  cut  in  stone  on  the  tower,  circa  looO, 
viz.,  Three  roundels  on  a  bend  cotised.  1  think  George  Emerson  the 
J.P.'s  wife  must  be  looked  for  in  Co.  Durham,  ami  that  she  was  not 
a   Wyalt  as   I  formerly   suggested. 

Recent  discoveries  have  cleared  u[)  nn.ny  Durham  armorial  matters 
(^vide  infra.),  and  it  now  seems  impossible  that  these  arms  {'6  torteau.v 
on  ii  bend)  were  granted  to  a  Durham  family,  and  only  used  illegally  by 
such  Northumbrian  and  Durham  families  no  (larlier  than  I  he  sevvnteenth 
century,  just  as  they  were  first  illegally  used  by  Surrey  and  J.,incoln- 
shire  Enna'sons  in  the  seventeenth  century  ;  for  1  have  proved  that 
the  Lincolnshire  family,  to  whom  they  were  allowed  in  lGo4,  were  of 
yeoman  origin,  and  previously  had  no  right  to  them  at  all.  The  coat 
then  is  an  Hertfordshire  and  Essex  coat,  and  not  a  Lincolnshire  coat  ; 
and  the  coat  allowed  to  the  Lincolnshire  family  in  IGul  was  the  Herts 
and  Essex  coat  differenced.  The  other  Durham  coat  was  the  three 
spread  eagle  coat — unless  lialf,  of  Eoxton's  coat  l)e  })roved  to  have 
been  a  Durham  coat,  which  has  not  been  done  at  jjresent — for  the 
record  gives  it  in  iUa  liisliopric  of  iJiirliimi,  and  tne  Hisliopnc  owned 
much  land  in  other  counties  besides  Co.  Durham. 

1  suggest  that  George  Emerson,  J.l'.,  attorney  and  notary  public, 
was  the  son  of  Richard  iMiierson,  soriba  and  notary  public  to  the 
Priory  and  clerk  to  the  Dean  and  Chapter  (lli)2)  in  Durham  City. 
George  l<]merson,  J. P.,  moved  to  Standon  from  Co.  J)urliam  between 
loU5  and  1610. 


1  have  foiiiul  no  utlior  I'jiricrsoiis  in  l*lsse.\  in  early  (la3s  since  1012, 
tliongli  I  liave  made  soiuc  rmtlicr  rosearclies  in  I  lie  early  reeortls  of 
that  count}';  antl  I  have  i'uund  no  other  genuine  Kinersons  than  those 
already  recorded. 

I  examined  carefully  the  Duriiani  records  of"  the  iMnerson  family  of 
Durham  City,  which  1  discovered  as  my  booklet  (I'JI'Jj  was  goin<^  to 
j)ress.  That  Will  Kuierson  (p.  L\S)  was  a  yeoman  —  a  Northumbrian 
dwelling  in  St.  Oswald's  Parish  ;  and  he  was  not  the  father  of  Ivolx'rt 
and  John  hiiiieryson  as  suirgested  ;  they  belonj^ed  to  Weardale,  thou^^h 
possibly  they  had  a  home  in  Durliam  City  as  well.  This  Kobert 
iMiicryscn  (of  Weardale)  was  the  Ii;)bert  Kmerysoii  given  in  the  list 
itf  Durliam  gentry,  1  I."!."!  (Surtees),  and  his  arms  w(!re  possil)ly  the 
thri-e  spri  ■id  caLMes  coal.  ^ViII  lOmerson,  of  St.  Oswald's,  was  a  yeo- 
man, and  a  gi'iiuine  Kmerson — only  a  ilistant  collateral  branch,  but 
a  genuine  Emerson  no  doul)t. 

The  question  thus  comes  back  to  the  old  one  —  who  was  the  father 
of  I'homas  Emerson,  of  Great  Dunmow?  I  am  going  to  suggest  what 
I  originally  suggested  in  IHDS^  viz.,  that  he  was  the  son  of  George 
Kmerson,  J.V.,  and  uiider-steward  of  Aiistey  I\laiu)r.  Co.  Jlerts.,  and 
Alice,  his  wife,  of  Slaiidoii,  Co.  Herts.  I  suggest  that  Tlnunas 
Kmerson  followed  in  his  father's  footsteps  and  was  made  undcr- 
steward  or  steward  of  IMarks  IManor,  which  post  he  held  until  his 
death  in  loTO. 

I  have  not  given  all  my  reasons  for  thinking  the  jxHligree  of  the 
Stortford  Emersons  alias  Embersons  is  as  suggested,  fo!'  in  these  hard 
times  one  must  economi/.e  every  long  primer;  but  I  print  this  in  tu'der 
that  genealogists  may  have  an  opportunity  to  follow  the  linking 
hypotheses  if  they  attem])t  to  gain  the  reward  offered  in  I'Jl'J,  which 
still  stands  good.

1)0  tracH'd  in  the  Kc^y  IVMli^rt'c.  IJii'liard  JMin'rysoii  was  no  ilouht 
rcniovocl  at  the  dissolntioii  ot"th(.'  ri'li<j;ious  iioiises  and  came  down  to 
liis  relations  in  Essex  and  died  al  Dimmow — a  jioor  man. 

IvouEiiT  K.Mia:soN,  ok  Sioktfoim),  W.l*.  IGlM.  Nothing  new  has  been 
discovered  a))Oiit  him,  though  Mr.  (llascoek  has  tried  to  trace  the 
Foxflale  j)roi)erty  at  .Stortt'ord.  An  authority — a  black-letter  lawyer  of 
great  repute — has  been  consulted  about  the  ciiarter,  which  speaks  of 
the  property  ''heretofore  the  jtossession  and  inheritance  of  Kol)ert 
Kiuberson,  etc.,"  and  Ik;  gives  as  his  opinion  that  a  i'retdiold  actpiired 
l)y  jiurehase  could  easily  be  so  described,  and  that  it  is  no  proof  that 
h(!  inherited  the  freehold.  In  this  light  J  am  inclined  to  think  Kobi-rt 
KnA)erson  bought  the  freehold,  which  he  conveyed  to  his  son  John 
before  his  death.  As  for  INlugglesdale,  Mr.  AValford  has  done  a  i(»t  of 
woi'k  amongst  the  Elliot  wills,  etc.,  and  he  cannot  trace  that  the 
property  came  to  Robert  luiiberson,  but  was  probaldy  bought  ijy  him. 
It  belonged  once  to  Ivobert  and  Jane  Osborn,  and  then  passed  to  the 
I'^lliots  in  Io()l.  Jn  their  hands  it  remained  until  its  acquirement  by 
Iv<.d)ert  Emerson — prol).lbly  l)y  purchase.  Or  again,  Kolx.'i't  lMni)erson 
may  have  got  the  freehold  in  exchange  for  the  mill  which  his  wile 
inherited  from  her  father  (</.  AVill  of  John  Cialjlie),  and  this  seems 
the  likeliest  solution  of  the  matter — indeed,  the  [)ro[terty  may  have 
been  John  Crabl)e's  original  freehold. 

Of  Thonuis  Emerson,  the  emigrant,  n(jthing  new  has  been  discovcretl, 
nor  of  any  tif  the  rest  of  tlie  family  excepting  Lieut.  Robert  iMnersoii 
and  his  brother  Lieut. -C'olontd  James  lOmerson,  of  Tangier — those 
fVesli   details   being  given    in    his   biogi'aphy  —  vide   Api)endi\. 

Mr.  Walforil  has  made  a  cmious  discovery  tliat  one  of  liie  l'arn»dls 
(who  once  owned  IMugglesdale)  was  appointed  courier  to  the  jtosts 
aliout  twenty  years  alter  Kobert  lunerson,  the  courier's,  ilealh. 
I  always  felt  convinced  that  if  l{ol)ert  Emerson  had  been  a  currier  of 
leather  his  son  or  sons  would  hav(!  followed  the  trade,  as  was  almost 
tlu;  law  at  that  i)eriod  ;  liut  none  of  them  did,  and  I,  suspi'ct  'I"h(>mas 
Emerson,  his  son,  decided  to  emigrate,  and  that  J  (dm  Emerson  suc- 
ceeded his  father  as  courier,  but  died  in  1020  ;  and  Thomas  became 
a  baker  for   the  simple  reason   that   he  intended   to  emigrate. 

A  little  more  light  has  been  shed  on  the  Essex  Enu'rsons — but  not 
much.  The  chief  new  points  are  as  follows: — Thomas  Emerson,  of 
Gt.  Dunmow  [oh.  LjTO),  was  j)robably  steward  oi'  under  steward  of 
Merles  Mdnur  in  loll,  and  lived  at  Little  Dunmow,  lor  the  assess«n' 
in  loll  speaks  of  huitvioio  Hundred,  and  I  lind  both  places  were 
described  as  Dunmow,  His  iirst  wile  was  |)o.ssibly  an  Osiiom,  fur 
research  amongst  the  Elliot  wills  leads  me  to  reiincpii.sh  tin-  sugges 
tioii  th.lt  siie  was  an  l*illiot.  John  ,Sa\ill,  the  husband  of  his 
second    wife    (V    Agnes)    was     living    at    Ol.    Dunmow,     loiU     (Lay 
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Subsidy  Koll),  Ijut  I  can  find  no  proof  tliat  he  was  alive  after  inr)! 
(aitliougli  ail  Essex  genealogist  gave  me  loiV.));  this  therefore  makes 
the  son  William  possibly'  the  eldest  child  of  tiie  second  wife.  .Savill 
was  a  vcrif  coiiviion  name  in  Essex  at  tiiis  |)eriod  {ride  Eli/.abeihan 
Lay  Sul)sidy  liolls),  and  tliorefore  the  identity  oi'  John  Savill,  whom 
we  now  know  was  a  Dunmow  man  as  early  as  lulO,  may  !iot  be 
identical  with  the  John  Savill,  wiio  held  land  on  Common  Down  at 
Storlford.  There  was  also  a  temporary  Joliii  Savill  at  Standon  at 
this  period,  lint  further  research  into  tiie  Savill  history  sliows  tiiat 
the  rcdson  wiiy  the  sons  of  Thomas  Emerson,  of  Dunmow,  moved  to 
Felsted  was  probai)ly  the  Savill  connection,  for  Thomas  Wiseman, 
brotiier  of  Wiseman  tiie  J. I*,  of  Felsted,  also  married  a  Savill 
(Cliristian  Savill)  ;  and  though  we  iiave  not  been  able  to  trace  tiie 
exact  relatiousliip  of  the  Thomas  Wiseman  who  marrieil  a  Savill,  it 
is  quite  plain  they  were  all  connected,  and  this  clears  up  and  accounts 
for  tiie  migration  to  Felsted,  1  tliiiik.  Next,  an  examination  of  tlie 
original  paper  register  of  St.  Hotolpli,  vVldgate,  shows  tliat  Robert 
Emerson  married  Alice  liruioiic  in  I08O,  and  not  Alice  Cromwell; 
this  error  in  the  name  was  due  to  a  seacher  whom  J  sent  to 
St.  liotolpli,  Ahlgate,  many  years  ago,  and  who  sent  me  many 
incorrect  extracts,  and  as  1  had  but  little  conlidenee  in  iiim,  I  fortun- 
ately did  not  print  his  extracts  ;  but  JMr.  Walford  cleared  it  all  up 
afterwards.  Now  curiously,  GeoHVey  Emerson,  of  Felsted,  married 
a  Katherine  Browne  in  loTS — two  years  before — so  possibly  Katiierine 
and  Alice  Browne  were  sisters,  and  jjossibly  related  to  the  Browne 
of  Southwark,  who  married  Margaret  Emerson,  sister  to  'i'hoinas,  tlie 
emigrant.  John  F^mberson,  the  son  of  Thomas,  of  Dunmow,  is 
prol)ably  identical  with  the  .John  Emlierson  who  mari'ieil  Agues  Eagle, 
at  Fyfield,  in  15'.*',),  and  she  died  in  lliOS  without  issue,  and  he  pr«)bal)ly 
then  married  the  widow,  Winifred  Clere,  and  moved  to  and  died  at 
High  Hooting  sine  ijrolc.  Apart  from  a  few  minor  errors  given  in 
the  Appendix,  nothing  new  has  been  discovered  concerning  the 
Dunmow  family. 

Mr.  lloUingworth-lirowne  tells  me  that  at  that  jjeriod  (tempore 
Elizabeth)  ''poor  man  "  was  often  put  after  a  name  when  there  were 
two  men  of  the  same  name  and  even  family  residing  in  a  parish  and 
one  was  in  a  much  better  social  jiosilioii  than  the  other,  and  that 
"labourer"  was  used  in  the  same  way.  An  example  of  this  J  found 
in  a  will  of  Tlios.  Stretly,  of  F'riars  Grange  and  other  lands  ot  Aythorpe 
lloding,  Co.  Essex  (.j  Jas.  1.),  a  wealthy  man  with  a  grange  and 
whose  son   is  described  as  a   "labourer." 

The  only  other  point  in  this  I'onnection  is  concerning  an  Essex 
Emerson,  who  married  Anne  Griggs  at  Stortfurd,  Novemiier  USih, 
ItJTO  (Essft  Act  liooks)  — this  Leonanl  Emerson  v\  as  burieil  at  Stortford 
ill  1701,  so  Mr.  Glascock  reports;  and  as  he  was  not  born  there  1  eiiii 
only  suggest  he  was  tin;  child  of  the  Little  AValtham  Emcrsun  (nut 
•named),  baptized  at  Little  Wallham,  and  probably  named  after 
Leonard  Jocelyn,  the  emigrant  to  IMassachusetts  Bay  Colony.      If  this 
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should  turn  out  to  he  correct,  il  is  another  point  that  tlie  Storlford 
family  is  <lt'Ci'ii(UMl  troin  Kohcil  Kuihcrson,  liaptizcd  at  (it.  Duiimow, 
lo.VJ,  as  1  tliink  iUevo  can  lje  no  doubt — ^hul  still  the  legal  link  has 
not   been   discovered  yet. 

'J'IIP:  OKIUIN   of  TIIK   DI'NMOW    kmkksons. 

As  will  have  l)eeu  {f-tthered  f'roni  the  previous  notes  the  Duuniow 
Kinersons  in  all  probabily  orii^inated  in  Hertfordshire  at  tStandon,  as 
l  suggested  in  ISOS.  II(!  emerges  at  Dunmow  in  1;V11,  ami  1  would 
sutrgest  he  got  a  berth  as  steward  or  uiider-steward  of  IMerks  through 
the  interest  of  his  people  at  Standon,  and  this  is  prob:il)ly  why  lie 
does  not  appear  in  the  list  of  tenants  of  lAIerks  JMaiior.  I  le  is  evidently 
identical  with  Tiiomas  Kmberson,  one  of  the  chief  pledges  ftir 
Milbourii  when  he  takes  IMerks  in  loOG.  The  house  for  which  he  is 
assessed  in  (It.  Dunmow  in  l.'Vll  may  have  been  an  ollice  or  market- 
stand  belonging  to  IMerks,  and  would  be  assessed  in  the  steward's 
name.  I  always  felt  there  was  something  re(piiring  e.\|)laiiation  in 
the  api^arent  ditl'erence  between  his  apparent  comparative  poverty  and 
his  son's  comparative  affluence,  but  I  do  not  think  now  there  was  tliis 
ditl'erence.  'J'homas  w:is  a  salaried  official  of  the  JNfanor,  I  opine,  and 
that  would  explain  his  having  no  holding  in  Mcrks,  and  it  would  also 
explain  his  ';eing  haled  ix-fore  the  Dunmow  Leet  (lourt  in  his  ollicial 
capacity  for  the  transgression  of  some  one  on  the  JManor  who  cut 
poles  out  of  the  Ilighwood  without  leave.  Numerous  searches  iiave 
been  made  in  the  last  tiiree  years  and  no  other  early  Emersons  have 
been  discovered  in  Kssex,  no  connection  has  been  found  with  the 
Lincolnshire  ICmersons  or  the  Northamptiin  Kmersons,  or  with  any 
London  Kmersons;  and  everything  that  has  been  discovered  points  to 
Standon  as  the  place  of  origin  of  llie  Dunmow  Kmerst)ns,  who 
originally   came   to   Standon    from    Blackwell,    Co.    Durham. 

^          EiMKlWON    ARMS. 

1  have  made  a  little  advance  in  tiiis  matter,  too.  The  discovery  of 
two  early  Durham  visitations  by  Mr.  Crasler,  the  sub  librarian  of  the 
Bodleian,  to  be  |)ublislied  by  the  Surtees  Society,  clears  uj)  several 
matters  cof)ceruing  the  Emerson  arms.  Jn  those  visitations  (l.OoU 
and  ir>57)  neither  the  three  spread  c^agle  coat,  the  three  torteaux  coat 
n(}r  Ralf  of  Foxtoi'.'s  arms  a[)pear.  IMr.  Craster  tells  me  there  ar(^  no 
such  arms  in  the  Northundjerland  roll  of  arms,  and  that  the  Ilexham 
Kmersou  arnts  in  Foster's  undated  roll  date  refer  to  latter  end  of  the 
seventeenth  century. 

From  all  the  evidence  at  hand  —  more  fully  given  elsewhere — the 
three  tortciiuix  coat  (called  tlie  Lineijlnshire  arms)  belonged  to 
a  Herts  and  Essex  family,  (jlcorge  ICmerson,  rj.l'.,  though  were 
appropriated  illegally  by  tlie  IIe\ham  and  Newcastle  lunersons  late 
in  the  seventeenth  century.  They  were  possibly  the  arms  rightly 
disclaimed  in  the  Durham  visitation  of  Kjlo.  That  Half  of  Foxton's 
arms  do  not  appear  in  the  visitations  proves  that   they  did  not  belong

to  Half  of  Hrancepetl),  for  lie  was  living  at  llio  date  of  tliesu  visitations 
(Harvey,  laGO,  ami  Dalloii,  li">G7),  and  in  a  good  s(jciai  position. 
The  tiiree  spread  eagles  do  not  apfxiar  either;  but  what  indireet 
evidence  there  is,  these  were  evidently  the  original  Durham  Kuierson 
arms,  and  were,  I  think,  granted  to  Thomas  Jtobinson  Kiiu;rson, 
(Jomiuissioner  of  Arrays  for  Darlington  AVard,  I  ilo,  and  probably  his 
direet  line  had  died  out  at  the  time  of  the  visiliation. 

Nothing  fresh  has  been  discovered  about  the  mysterious  Ralf  of 
I'oxton.  There  is  a  Foxton  JMaiu)r  in  llunsdon,  ('o.  lleits,  l)nt  no 
Kmerson  can  be  traced  there.  It  is  ])Ossible  that  Half  of  Foxton  was 
a  Knight  Hospitaller  and  managed  the  Foxton  lands  which  belonged 
to  the  ICnigiits  Hospitallers  until  they  were  coniiscated,  which  !  find 
was  after  the  date  of  the  grant.  There  was  no  preceptory  at  Foxton, 
Co.  Durham,  only  lands  l)elonging  to  the  Order;  and  no  ICmerson  at 
all  has  yet  been  traced  to  Fo.xtun.  If  it  be  correct,  then  he  has  lel't  no 
issue.  I  think  the  Rev.  John  ICmerson,  oi"  New  ICnglaiul,  was  in  search 
of  the  three  torteaux  coat,  and  as  that  coat  differenceil  had  i)een  allowed, 
without  any  legal  proof  of  ownership  I  submit,  to  Ahixander  JMiierson, 
of  Serby,  in  1635,  the  otfieers  of  the  College  in  170'J  suggested  that 
the  unknown  Half  of  Foxton's  amis  were  the  arms  he  was  probably 
claiming  ;  i)ut  Half  of  I'^oxton  may  have  been  a  son  of  George  Fmerson, 
the  J.F.,  as  well. 

The  ancient  Finerson  arms  then  are — The  three.'  spread  eagle  coat, 
belonging  to  Thomas  Robinson  Fmeryson,  and  no  doubt  to  his  son, 
Robert  Fmeryson,  mentioni'd  in  the  list  of  Durham  County  Clentry 
for  143.'{,  and  their  direct  desceiulants  (being  extinct,  I  think)  ;  the 
three  torteaux  on  a  bend  cotised,  belonging  witlumt  doubt  to  the 
Standoii  and  Dunmow  iMnersons,  and  proliably  granted  to  George 
Emerson,  J.l*.,  of  Standon,  or  his  father,  before  liHT).  Tiiis  coat 
ditfereuced  was  allowed  to  Alexander  Fmerson,  of  Serby,  Co.  Lincidn, 
in  IG.Ja,  but  he  was  a  yeoman,  and  ntj  right  to  arms  bel'ore  he  was 
allowed  tliem  in  IGoO,  nor  did  his  ancestors  have  any  sncdi  right  — 
they  were  yeomen  all. 

Thus  the  only  coats  of  ICmcrson  arms  known  before  1550  iire  — 

(1)  The  three  spread  eagle  coat — Durham. 

(2)  The  three  torteaux  coat  on  a  bend  cotised — Essex  F.merscjns. 

(3)  Ralf  of  l''oxton's  arms— ///s/zo^^r/c  of  Durham. 

All  other  Fmerson  arms  are  varieties  from  these  three — some  used 
illegally,  as  the  Killiam  Fmersons,  Newcastle  l^^mersuns  ;ind  Soutlt- 
wark   Fmersons. 

JNIajor-General  Surtees  kindly  sent  me  the  following  note  found 
amongst  his  ancestor  the  historian's  papers.  In  an  old  book  of 
Northern  JMonumental  Inscriptions  in  the  College  of  Aims,  under 
All  Hallows,  Newcastle,  is  Ralf  Fmerson,  a  fitter  cji' coals,  <lied  iGtll. 
Three  torteaux  on  a  bend.  Crest,  a  wing  charged  v\  iih  a  bendlet  w  itli 
three  torteaux.  No  tinctures  given.  This  Rail'  Fmerson  left  a  will, 
vide  '■  English  Fmersons,"  Appemlix,  p.  ix.  The  coat  is  injpaled 
with  a  Ilorsley  coat.  Theie  is  no  record  oi"  it  in  the  otficial  records 
of  the   Collej-e  of  Arms.

1  omitted  to  say 
Leonard,  my  eldest  son,  went  to  the  Leys  School  and  was  placed 
in  Lower  Fifth  Classical.  He  wished  to  go  in  for  sciintiiic  work' 
and  ciianged  to  the  Modern  side,  and  was  placed  in  Lower  IV. 
Modern.  He  was  at  the  Leys  two  years.  1  forgot  to  say  my 
eldest  daughter,  Sybil,  was  a  good  billiard  player  and  won  the 
Ladies'  Championship  and  second  prize  for  pyramids,  and  held  all 
through  the  record  for  t(jp  of  the  table  break.  I  forgot  to 
say  my  daughters  (iJludys  and  /('le  were  educated  at  St.  Cuthbert's 
Sciiool,  Southbourne,  and  that  Gladys  won  the  junior  goll'  medal 
here,  on  the  only  occasion  wlien  one  was  odered.  In  11)1. '5  she 
won  first  prize  at  Christchurch  Regatta  for  mixed  double  sculling 
and  got  many  good  scores  at  cricket — St),  (Jo,  52,  etc.  She  became 
the  pupil  of  Professor  Hans  Wesscdy  for  violin  playing.  She 
gave,  up  school  teaching  and  took  to  orchestral  work,  playing 
at    Droitwicli  and  iJlackpool — as   a   [irofessional,  of  course.      My 
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son  Ivalf  gave  ii[)  (he  idea  of  becoming-  a  ehaileied  accounliinl  in 
March,  H)1H,  so  ho  was  sent  to  IJradtielil  College  and  placed  in 
the  Lower  Remove  in  May,  l!)!;),  and  in  Sc^t  III.  in  Afathcmiaties. 
lie  cume  out  third  of  the  class  at  the  end  of  the  term  and  was 
promoted  to  the  Upper  IJemove  and  to  Set  11.  in  Mathematics. 
lie  passed  the  seliool  swimming  test,  ai;d  got  his  colours  for 
shooting  for  the  cadet  pairs  for  the  Scliool  at  J  J  isle)',  he  and  his 
partner  coming  in  nintli  out  of  all  the  Public  Schools — they  got 
120  out  of  a  possible  14.0,  and  as  this  was  the  first  time  he  had 
ever  shot  on  a  public  range,  it  was  a  meritorious  performance,  lie 
also  shot  at  St.  Kathcrine's  range  in  the  vacation,  and  got  (SG  out 
of  105  at  -200,  500  and  (100,  getting  2!)  the  first  time  he  had  ever 
shot  at  GOO.  lie  also  shot  in  the  rapid  firing  team  for  Uradfield 
at  Hisley,  and  his  form  won  the  inter-form  Shooting  (,'up  at  Hrad- 
fiehl,  he,  of  course,  being  one  of  the  team.  At  Chri.stmas,  lOl.'J, 
he  came  out  second  of  the  Upper  Kemove  and  was  promoted  into 
the  Lower  Sixth.  He  was  toi)  of  his  section  in  I'inuinecainu'  and 
Science  and  got  especial  distinction  marks  for  these  suljjecls.  lie 
got  highest  score,  72,  in  Table  II  cadet  firing.  In  1!)1-J  he  shot 
for  the  Lradfleld  eight  at  Hisley,  making  one  of  the  best  scores, 
and  he  shot  in  the  Country  Life  competition  (GOO  yards)  and  got 
top  score,  gaining  the  silver  challenge  cup  and  silver  medal  for 
the  best  shot  at  that  range  at  IJisley.  He  was  second  of  the 
Lower  Sixth  and  promoted  to  the  Upper  Sixth  and  to  the  top 
section  in  Mathematics  and  Science.  In  the  holidays  he  won 
a  N.ll.  A.  skilled  shot  certificate  and  bronze  medal  at  St.  Katherine's 
range  (('liristchurch),  getting  101  points  at  200,  'AOO  and  GOO,  out 
of  a  possible  10'>.  When  war  broke  out  he  applied  for  a  commis- 
sion in  the  lloyal  Marines,  but  was  told  his  height  was  far  too 
great  for  his  weight  and  invited  to  re-apply  in  two  years'  time 
when  more  fully  developed  ;  so  he  started  to  work  for  the  London 
li.Sc.  in  Science.  lie  matriculated  at  London  University  in 
January,  1015,  and  went  up  for  the  Intermediate  the  following 
July,  passing  in  J^ure  and  Applied  Mathematics  and  Chemistry 
without  being  marked  weak  in  either.  iJut  a  great  desire  to  take 
]jart  in  the  war  in  some  capacity  took  hold  of  him,  and  he  ran  awa}' 
the  following  November  (Gth)  and  joined  tlu!  Koyal  I'lying  ('orps 
as  a  dispatch  rider.  He  hated  the  idea  of  the  war  passing  without 
his  having  taken  part  in  it,  or  of  being  eonscribed  or  made 
a  l)erbyit»i  later,  so  he  volunteered,  lie  served  at  Aldershot, 
Kathes  Camp  (Curragh)  and  went  to  Fi-ance  early  in  l!)IG,  and 
was  invalided  home  the  following  May  to  Kdinlnngh  Military 
IIo8})ital  ;  and  on  re-joining  was  joined  to  the  iJalioon  Training 
(^amp  at  Roehampton,  wheie  he  served  until  his  ilisehai^e  iiom 
the  R.F.C.,  June  loth,  1017.      Whilst  there  he  got  leave  to  enter 
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(or  the  Woolwicli  l']ntrance  l*iXaminutiou,  having'  survt-d  l»83  days 
willi  the  colours,  and  passed  iu  twenly-third  o)i  the  list.  Ife 
joined  tlie  Royal  Military  Academy,  ^Voolwic•h,  Jiiue  JtJtli,  I!)17, 
No.  1,  Captain  Sayor's  Co.,  and  was  allotted  to  tiie  lloyal  J!]ngineejs 
Class.  He  obtained  his  commission  in  the  iloyal  J'higineeis, 
June  Gth,   1918,  at  Woolwich. 

Leonard  Ainsworth  li^iuerson,  on  his  return  from  South  America, 
took  a  year  to  recover  from  the  various  troi>ical  diseases  he  had 
gathered  there,  and  obtained  an  appointment  on  a  rubber  i)lanta- 
tion  in  Malay  I'^ree  State,  lie  served  on  the  celebrated  Ifighlaud 
estate  amongst  others  as  assistant  planter,  and  went  on  to  North 
IJorneo — ever  restless  to  see  new  countries  and  gain  new  ex- 
periences, lie  took  on  a  temporary  berth  as  engineer  in  the 
I'.W.D.,  and  thou  for  a  time  became  Chief  Police  Officer  at 
Jesselton  ;  but  the  Company  wanted  a  man  with  magistrate's 
experience  and  sent  out  an  old  Indian  magistrate  of  military 
age  ;  but  this  did  not  suit  him,  for  he  died  later  of  dysentery. 
My  son^s  Commander  gave  him  the  highest  testimonials  and  wished 
to  keep  him — but  Companies  are  curious.  Leonard  then  took 
a  contract  as  assistant  planter  to  the  Lok  Kawi  Estate,  where  ho 
served  three  years.  He  served  in  the  North  liorneo  Rifles  during 
the  war  and  wanted  to  come  to  Europe  to  take  up  a  commission,  but 
the  doctor  refused  to  pass  him  as  he  was  still  full  of  the  South 
American  malaria — having-  a  very  serious  attack  of  it  in  11)10.  lie 
really  wanted  to  join  his  old  corps,  the  Legion  of  Erontiersmen, 
whicii  he  had  belonged  to  in  South  Africa,  In  ]f)19  he  left  North 
Rorneo  to  take  up  a  better  position  in  the  E\M.S. 

My  eldest  daughter  Sybil  married  the  Rev,  E.  J.  Dawson, 
M.A.  (Oxon.),  in  December,  1910,  and  lived  at  Cosham,  Hants, 
where  a  son  was  born,  moving-  to  the  Vicarage,  Whatton  in  the 
Vale,  Co.  Notts,  in  1U17. 

Zoe  gave  up  music  mistress  at  schools  and  joined  the  Aberystwith 
Municipal  Orchestra  llrst,  and  then  was  first  'ccdlo  at  the  Rlackpool 
Municipal  Orchestra,  1910 — 18.  She  was  a  pupil  of  J\lr.  llutton, 
of  Preston. 

I  was  taken  very  ill  with  serious  jaundice  in  April,  1917,  and  lost 
three  stone  iu  twelve  weeks,  being-  finally  o]r!rated  on  by  Colonel 
Mayo  Robson,  at  ^4,  Nottingham  Place,  London,  on  July  12lh, 
1 9 17,  for  gallstones  withcomplications — a  two-hour  operation — from 
which  I  gradually  recovered,  regaining  two  stone  in  eight  weeks 
after  the  operation.  Surgeon-Ceneral  RoUeston,  M.D.,  was  my 
physician,  and  nicer  physicians  and  surg;eons  no  one  could  want. 
Colonel  Robson  took  away  ;i[>2  stones  and  broke  down  a  lot  of 
adhesions,  etc.

The  two  Jvatherine  ITowchins,  of  Gt.  Dimmow,  wi;re  baptized 
iCA'A  and  15  1(1,  and  not  151.2  as  stat(;d  in  the   booklet. 

One  of  tlie  most  interesting'  discoveries  was  sent  mc  by  the  htto 
Mr.  Ijcighton,  of  Newcastle,  and  is  taken  from  llie  Lawson 
pedigree  in  the  newly  discovmtd  visitations  cf  C<>.  J)uih;im 
(l)allon's  Visitation,  J  557,  by  iSIr.  (haster,  of  the  IJodltduu 
Ijibrary).      U  is,  in  brief —

One  of  William  Lawson's  sons,  Thomas,  was  married  to  ^liss 
Parndl,  of  Wiltshire^  in  loo.'i — so  this  gives  ui^  appioximate  dates. 
Now  (jleorgo  lilmerson,  of  tiio  l^^astgate,  was  obviously  the  father 
of  (Jeorgo  iMneisou  (W.P.  1585),  who  married  J'^liz.  Featheistoiie — 
ho  is  given  in  the  Tiudwell  l^jinorson's  pedigrei!,  to  wliiidi  his 
wife,  '?((^6  Tjawson,  can  now  bo  added.  Judging  fjom  (jleorgo,  his 
song's,  dates,  he  was  married  circd  1530.  Who  the  l<]merson  of 
the  Westgato  was  is  doubtful.  There;  are  four  Emersons  of  the 
Wcstgate,cimt  J510— Iloger  (1-103),  Alexander  (1511),  Nicholas 
(1511)  and  Henry  ( 1 530).  As  Oeorge's  marriage  was  circcL  1 530, 
and  as  possibly  Roger  goes  to  i'lssex,  and  Alexander  to  Tjincoln- 
shiro.and  Nicholas  to  London,  possibly  Ifcmry  of  VVestgate  (I530j 
was  the  one  who  married  the  other  Miss  Lawson  ;  but  possibly  it 
w^as  Alexander  Emerson,  of  the  Westgate,  living-  there  in  loll 
(Cursitor  Rolls). 

No  other  Emersons  or  Emerson  arms  appear  in  these  visitations. 
Handle  Holm,  who  styled  himself  Deputy  Garter — for  the 
authorities  at  the  College  deny  that  there  can  be  a  Deputy 
Garter — who  died  1G'J9,  at.  72,  has  the  following-  entry  :  Lmeisun 
of  I'^astgate,  azure  on  a  bend  argent,  three  eagles  sable. 

Emersons,  of  Durham  city —those  wer.e  yeomen,  and  evidently 
resided  in  St.  Oswald's  Parish,  which  was  partly  in  ('o.  Northum- 
berland. Research  now  seems  ti»  show  no  connection  between 
■  them  and  either  the  Slandou  or  Dunmow  Emersons,  and  Robert 
(1413)  and  his  son,  John  Emerson,  were  not  of  Durham  City,  and 
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therefore  must  bo  deleted  from   the  pedigree  on  page  —  of  my 
booklet  of   1912. 

The  Essex  Lay  Subsidy  Rolls  prove  the  Itohiants  to  have  been 
an  Essex  family,  and  this  accounts  for  some  of  the  tSouthwaik 
Kmersons  coming  later  into  the  country. 

llesearcli  in  London  proves  Antliony  l^'niberson,  of  Deptford,  to 
have  been  uu  Emason,  and  not  an  liUierson  at  all.  lie  belonged 
to  the  St.  IJride's   I'^nierson's. 

]\[uch  research  was  made  on  William  I'^nierson,  of  Woburn 
(W.P.  1501),  but  nothing  new  of  any  value  has  eniergod. 

(Jeollery  l']merson,  bap.  at  Ifansloppe,  Co.  15ucks,  was  probably 
not  the  brother  of  ('uthbert  Emerson,  of  Cosgrove,  Co.  Northauts, 
but  he  probably  came  from  Stukely  Parva,  ('o.  Ikicks,  and 
a  document  exists  (I51<5)  concerning  the  father  of  a  (leollery 
Emerton    {sic)    of  that  phice  (JJernau). 

A  VV^illiam  Emerson  was  at  ]>liswortli,  Co.  Northants,  in  15IG, 
and  John  I'lmerson,  of  l^'olkin^ham,  Co.  Lincoln,  1511,  is  no  doubt 
identical  with  Jolin  Emerson,  woodward  of  JJurwell,  1527. 
liurwell  Chace  belonged  to  Tottenhall  College  (J*]arl  of  Lincoln) 
as  did  ]'^olkinghani  Castle,  before  ho  was  attainted,  and  no  doubt 
this  John,  of  Hurwell,  and  John,  of  Folkingham,  were  one  and  the 
same  man,  and  in  the  service  of  the  J^^arl  of  Lincoln  before  his 
attainder  and  then  John  iMnerson  would  pass  into  the  service  of 
the  Duke  of  Norfolk,  tlie  now  owner  of  Folkingham.  I£e  was  no 
doubt  connected  with  the  Serby  family  and  a  yeoman,  but  not  the 
father  of  George  of  Serby,  and  Edward  of  Serby,  and  Tiiomas  of 
Serby. 

'Ihere  is  a  Foxton  Manor  in  Lincolnsliiro,  but  no  ]<]mersons  can 
be  traced  tliere  in  the  sixteeutli  t'entury,  though  thert;  was  a  John 
Wright  living  assessed  there  early  in  the  sixteenth  century. 
There  were  some  I'jinersons  from  Co  Cumberland  living  in  Loiulon 
in  the  fifteenth  century — no  doubt  connected  with  the  quarries 
in  Cumberland  ;  one  of  them  was  probably  the  Matthew  I'hneison. 
whose  will  is  given  as  missing  (1.5'J2) ;   he  was  a  "  fi'eemason." 
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Colonel  Steel  sent  mo  :iii  early  llaiupshiro  Kineison,  whieU 
I  ilid  not  know  of  bel'oie,  i.e.,  John  l*]ineison,  who  nianied 
;i  widow,  Agnes  Smyth,  widow  of  VVilliain  Smyth,  of  Huwkley, 
Lystiinnoy  mid  Lysably  (Co.  Hants)— at  lea«t,  the  widow  seized 
the  lands  with  John  iMnor.son  in  the  wai'd.shi[>  of  her  son  and  heir 
Sir  Ambrose  Smyth.  It  docs  not  transpire  where  John  Emerson 
lived  before  he  married  the  widow.  (Karly  Chancery  Pro- 
ceedings, -1',  1501 — If).)  liuriton  is  not  far  from  these  places, 
but  John  Emerson's  name  is  clearly  written  I'lnierson,  and 
the  Buriton  family  appear  to  have  been  Emysons — bnt  this  may 
have  been  the  scrivener's  fault. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that,  the  drinking  cup  with  the  lid  with 
Ralf  of  Eoxton's  arms  engraved  upon  it  (ride  "I'^ngiish  Kmersons"), 
which  was  found  in  Germany,  may  have  belonged  to  Lieut.- 
Coloncl  James  Emerson  when  he  was  stationed  at  Dunkirk 
(l(J(K>).     I  give  the  suggestion  for  what  it  is  worth. 

WAR   SI<:RVI0ES   of   MY    FAMILY. 

I  was  a  Special  (Nonstable  for  the  Borough  of  Bournemouth. 
I  was  oHercd  a  Commission  in  the  li.A.M.C,  but  my  health  would 
not  permit  me  to  take  it. 

My  eldest  son,  Leonard,  wished  to  come  over  from  North 
Borneo  and  take  a  commission,  but  the  doctors  told  him  as  he  was 
full  of  malaria  he  could  not  stand  it ;  so  he  took  Chief  Police  Officer 
vice  General  French's  son,  who  came  home  and  took  a  com- 
mission. He  resigned  this  with  an  excellent  testimonial  from  his 
CO.,  Major  Harrington,  as  the  Company  wanted  a  man  with 
magisterial  experience.  They  got  a  man  who  had  been  a  magis- 
slrate  in  the  Ear  East  and  a  man  of  military  age,  too,  and 
he  died  of  dysentery — he  tried  to  escape  the  war  and  met  ids 
death  by  disease.  Aly  son  had  meanwhile  signed-  a  three  years' 
contract  as  assistant  on  the  Lok  Kawi  rubber  estate  at  Putatan, 
North  Borneo,  where  he  remained  until  1919.  He  joined  the 
North  Borneo  Ptifles.  I  forgot  to  say  that  when  he  was  in  South 
Africa  ho  belonged  to  the  Legion  of  Frontiersmen.  In  19 1'J  my 
son  left  North  Borneo  lor  the  F.M.S.    ' 

My  younger  son  Ralf  Billing  Emerson  at  the  end  of  the  summer 
term,  1911,  came  out  third  in  the  Lower  Sixth  at  liradlield  and 
was  promoted  to  the  Upper  Sixth,  and  he  was  second  in  the 
second  section  of  jMathematics  and  promoted  to  the  top  section, 
and  top  in  the  second  section  of  Science  and  was  promoted  to  the 
top  section.  He  was  picked  for  tiie  iJisley  YIII.  for  Bradlleld 
for  the  Ashburton  Cup  and  quick-llring  competition.  He 
mado  best  score  at  Bisley  for  Brudtield  for  the  new  competition 


ior  lIic  Cuuiitry  Jjifo  Cup,  GOD  yards,  and  so  won  the  (Jlialleiip^e 
Cup,  which  I  presented  for  the  Ijoy  making  the  best  score  in  tliis 
conipetilion  ;  and  he  won  the  nienienln — a  silver  nie(hd  lor  this, 
too.  Jle  was  in  C.T.C  eanij)  at  I'^indey  when  the  war  broke  out, 
and  saw  the  original  exi)editionary  troops  ^^oin^  past  night  and 
day  en  route  for  the  front.  In  his  liolidays  he  has  won  a  bron/e 
medal  N.C.  and  skilled  sliot  certilic;'.te,  making  101  points  out  of 
lO.")  at  200,  oOO  and  1)00  yards  at  St.  Katherin(!'s  Hill  range, 
lie  also  won  the  losing  hazard  handicap  silver  (Jhallenge  Cup  at 
billiards,  with  a  bronze  medal  and  memento,  and  learnt  small-boat 
sailing  and  motorcycling,  lie  seemed  inclined  to  adopt  a  military 
career  and  was  very  anxious  to  get  to  the  front,  and  as  my  friend, 
lirigadier-Cjcneral  C.i\lcN.  I'arsons,  C.l>.,  suggested  he  should  put 
in  for  a  prrmanunt  commission  in  the  Ro3'al  Marines  Light 
Infantry,  he  did  so  ;  but  the  authorities  said  he  was  too  immature, 
after  keeping  him  waiting  several  weeks — so  he  did  not.  leturn  to 
liradtield  on  this  account.  When  he  heard,  it  was  decided  he 
should  wcrk  for  the  Cambridge  Senior  Local  in  the  subjects 
necessary  for  exemption  from  the  London  IMatriculation.  He 
.had  just  six  weeks  and  went'  as  a  day  student  to  the  ^Iunici[)al 
{'ollege  here,  aiul  passed  the  examination  in  December,  101  I, 
being  excused  the  London  ^latriculation  and  Part  II.,  and  the 
extras  of  the  i*revious  Examination,  lie  then  continued  woik  at 
the  Municipal  College  here  as  a  day  student  for  the  external 
Inter.  Science  l^^xamination  in  July,  lULx  He  jiassed  in  l*ure 
INlathematics,  Applied  Mathematics  and  Chemistry,  without 
being  marked  "  ut.ak  "  in  any  of  them,  but  failed  in  l*li}sies — 
his  tutor  in  that  subject  not  bemg  a  good  teacher.  After 
a  lioliday  ho  started  to  work  for  honours  in  Chemistry  at  the 
same  examination  in  lOK),  and  for  an  entrance  scholarships  at  the 
lloyal  College  of  Science,  London;  but  he  was  restless  all  the 
time  on  account  of  the  war,  he  ran  away  and  joined  the 
Koyal  Flying  Corps  as  a  dispatch  rider  (;2nd  A.M.)  his  motor- 
cycle driving  test  being  marked  '•' proficient."  After  a  short 
time  atFarnborough  he  was  sent  to  Kathes  Camp,  at  the  Curragh 
— a  sea  of  mud,  and  that  winter  the  Uoyal  Hying  Corps  suffered 
severely  from  illness  and  death  ;  but  he  stood  it  pretty  well,  only 
getting  a  slight  bronchitis  after  a  neglected  inlluenza.  In  .March, 
101(5,  iie  was  ''  posted"  and  sent  to  France,  stopping  cii  route  at 
Farnborough  to  get  their  outlit.  They  were  held  up  some  days 
at  a  rest  camp  in  Southampton  as  there  were  submarines  about, 
and  all  went  across  wearing  life-belts,  and  reached  Havre  safely. 
From  there  he  went  to  itouen  nnd  then  to  lioulognc,  the  U.F.C.'. 
base.  He  was  finally  invalided  home  in  May,  after  measles  and 
sjight  diaphragmatic    pleurisy,  and   was  sent  to   the  Fdinburgh 
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iMilitiiry  Ito^pitnl  al,  liaiioour  mid  kept  tliero  uiilil  JuiU!  oOlli. 
Al'tcr  a  shdil,  loavo  ln'  rctuiiu'.l  lo  ihc  dopol,  al  I'aruboiougli  ami 
was  told  ulT  to  the  Kito  liallooii  'rraiiiiu^-  Depot  at  ]tochaiii[)toii. 
Ho  had  now  ilecidod  to  ailopt  the  Aniiy  as  a  [)eriiiaiU'iiL  [)rufessioa, 
and  at  Itoohaniptoa  scut  in  an  application  for  a  porniaiient 
coinniission  in  the  lloyal  (Jarrisou  Artillery,  which  he  had 
selected '  from  what  Ik;  saw  and  heard  in  1' ranee.  The  AVar 
Olllee  replied  that  if  he  wished  for  a  permanent  eommission  he 
must  oo  throu^li  Woolwich  oi-  Sandhurst  ;  so  he  ,^-ot  leave  to  go 
and  read  with  a  tutor  at  Southseu,  and  went  up  for  the  Woolwich 
J'^ntrancc  on  February  ;20th,  1017,  giving  the  Indian  Army  as 
an  alternative.,  lie  passed  into  Woolwich  twenty-third  on  the 
list  and  top  for  the  Indian  Army — he  therefore  selected  Woolwich. 
lie  was  discharged  from  theltoyal  I'lying  Corjjs  on  January  18th, 
l'.M7,  alter  having  served  with  the  colours  during  the  war  for 
5S3  days — including  service  with  the  IJritish  liXpeditionary  Force 
in  France,  thus  gaining  the  blue  chevron  and  a  G.S.  and  Victory 
medal.,  lie  entered  Woolwich,  June  loth,  1017,  and  was  allotted 
to  the  Royal  Engineer  Class  and  placed  in  No.  1  Coinpany.  In 
October,  I'JI  7,  he  went  up  to  the  class  above  the  "  snookers,"  and 
in  January,  I'JKS,  he  became  a  senior  cadet  and  Sergeant  to  his  Co. 
lie  was  given  his  commission  in  the  lloyal  Engineers,  June  Gth, 
191s.  He  then  went  through  a  V.O.  course  at  Chatham  for  two 
months,  and  he  was  then  sent  for  a  few  weeks  to  Potter 
lleigham  on  scicret  service,  and  then  joined  the  Signals  l)ep6t 
at  llaynes  Park  IJedl'ord.  lie  passed  out  in  the  oSth  section 
t)f  signallers  in  ^[arcli,  MJI9,  being  the  best  revolver  shot  and 
one  of  the  best  riders  and  seventh  in  or<ler  t)f  merit.  Tiien  he 
went  to  Keble  College,  Oxford,  for  a  month's  Army  Olliccrs' 
education  course,  taking  up  Science,  Civics  and  Historical  Geo- 
gra[)liy.  He  was  one  of  the  lirst  six  selected  by  the  War  Ollicc 
to  go  to  Germany  and  lecture,  ami  went  back  to  llaynes  Paik  1o 
await  its  "going  through,"  lecturing  there  whilst  wailing. 
Suddenly  he  was  sent  to  IJedford  A  Depot,  ami  a[)pointed  to  the 
'2;58th  Brigade,  Signal  Section,  U.K.,  and  was  told  lie  was  for  the 
North  lUissian  llelief  Force  (Grogan's  2"38th  Urigade).  He  theli 
went  to  tiie  camp  at  Crowborough  with  the  Brigade  and  htted  out 
there  and  sailecl  in  SS.  tih'p/un,  on  ]May  loth,  lill'J,  with  the 
•1st  Nortii  Uussian  llelief  I'orce,  as  the  junior  subaltern  of  the 
2')Sth  Brigade,  Signal  Seclion-(  "o.,  U.l'].  ;  arrived  at  jMurmansk, 
May  iMst,^! ill  1),  aiul  arrived  at  Archangel,  May  -^SAh,  1  \)[[).  They 
at  once  went  to  the  front  on  the  Dtrlna  where  iu;  has  remained 
seeiay;  much  tiolitin"'. 
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Mr.  \\'li;uU)!i  I'lincrson,  of  (jlraiitliuia,  wrolo  me  saying  he 
belonged  to  the  Lincohisliiio  arniigeious  family,  and  asking  me 
to  draw  np  his  ])robabh!  descent,  whicli  T  did.  ^Ir.  Ismerson  is 
an  engineer  on  the  London  and  North- ^Ves( em  Railway.  It  is 
curious  that  Major-Cjieneral  J'hnerson,  with  whom  T  was  in 
commi^ieiition  at  the  time  my  book  was  publisiied^  shoidd  not 
have  told  me  of  these  relations  of  his,  as  they  undoubtedly  are  ; 
but  so  it  is  with  this  genealogical  work,  and  so  lacunaj  aie  con- 
stantly being  discovered. 

In  11)18  Mr.  Ilollingworth-lirowno  sent  me  a  note — "  For 
Emcrsons,  vide  Clopton,  Woodbridge,  and  j)rior  to  that  Soham 
juxta  Debenham,  Suttblk.     No  date." 

In  1018,  Brigadier-Cjieneral  N.  Gonyers  Surtces  kindly  sent  mc  — 

"'6th  Aug.,  IGCiI.  Anthony  Emerson  holdeth  a  small  piece  of 
ground  and  the  shipps  (near)  at  Claparth  (Jutes  for  ye  lives  of 
Henry  Preston,  of  N.C.,  at.,  21,  Anthony  Emerson,  of  Durham, 
(it.  9,  and  Michael  Welsh,  at.  12.     lir.  -Id.  rent  worth." 

"  1U85.  To  Jane  Emerson  for  her  own  life,  Anthony  T^merson 
3,  Michael  Welsh  37.^' 

Also  "■  Eces  to  pretended  ollicers  do  quibus  ampliandum  est. 
The  Forester  of  VVeardale,  when  there  is  no  use  of  him — • 
£6  13s.  4d." 

One  of  the  Parnells  was  appointed  courier  to  tlie  posts 
about  twenty  years  after  llobert  Emberson,  the  courier's,  death. 
This  is  very  interesting,  as  INIuggelsdale  once  lielonged  to 
a  Parnell  {vide   my   previous  booklet   on   the   family). 

Kicliard  "  Emerson,"  of  Mundou,  Co.  Es.sex,  Gin.  was  probably 
lliehard  Eltcrson. 

I  gave  a  tentative  pedigree  of  the  descent  of  Robert  and 
iMichael  Emerson  in  my  last  publication,  1912,  tracing  them  to 
Robert  l*]mberson,  of  Rotolph,  Alilgate.  I  iind  that  hypothesis 
now  untenable  and  unlikely,  and  have,  I  think,  traced  their  true 
descent ;  and  if  I  be  correct,  they  are  connected  with  the  Ipswich, 
Massachusetts  Ray  Colon}'^,  Emersons  ;  but  I  will  not  print  the 
tentative  pedigree  as  I  now  conceive  it,  for  several  reasons. 
Americans  must  learn  that  if  they  want  pedigrees,  they  must  pay 

for  them.

The  following  is  a  fresh  Emerson  and  an  early  one  in  London  : 
Emerson,  Henry,  and  Joan,  wife  of  Henry,  I  IG'J  (Hustings  Roll, 
'j'j').     Probably  son  Rail"  E.,  of  Ruriton,  Hants,  and  a  mercer. 
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There  were  some  early  Cumberland  Emersons  living  in  London, 
wliich  are  not  recorded  in  my  ''  English  Emersons."  Their  names 
are  in  the  Hustings  Roll :  Robert  Emerson,  of  Aukerstri,  par.  of 
Uldale,  Co.  Cumberland,  1605,  V:r !  \^>i'2,,  Yo'  i  ^""^l  Leonard,  of 
Ormatliwayte,  Co.  Cumberland,  i6U5,  Roll  -,"^,'.  This  Leonard 
probably  had  a  son  Matthew,  living  at  Upton,  Berks — a  yeoman — ■ 
in  morx    E.U.W.

(Tiie  Governor's)  Regiment  at  Dunkirk,  16GU— Gl  ;  then  trans- 
ferred to  Colonel  Sir  R.  Harley's  Regiment  on  their  sailing  for 
Tangier,  December,  IGGI  ;  of  the  Tangier  Regiment  at  Tangier, 
^  afterwards  known  as  the  1st  Tangier  Regiment  and  afterwards  as 
the  "  Queen's." 


Notes  on  Lieut.  Christopher  Goade,  of  Lieut:JColonel  Emerson's 
Regiment  at  Tangier,  afterwards  incorporated  with  Peterborough 
Regiment  and  the  two  Irish  Regiments  to  form  the  Tangier  R- gi- 
ment,  which  became  the  1st  Tangier  Regiment  in  1G8<)  and  after- 
wards the  •'  Queen's." 


And  of  three  privates  at  Tangier— two  in  Captain  Rudyard's  Co.,  and 
one  a  trooper  in  the  Horse  at  Tangier,  afterwards  known  as  the 
Royals  (Dragoons).

BRIEF  BIOGRAPHY  of  LIEUT.-COLONEL  and  CAPTAIN« 
JAMES  EMERSON,  of  the  "Brave  black  colours  "  Regiment 
in  the  Parliamentary  Army,  known  as  Colonel  Talbot's  Regiment 
and  afterwards  as  Colonel  Hubbletliorne's  Regiment ;  and  of  the 
Royal  Army  at  the  Restoration,  when  he  served  Hrst  at  Dunkirk 
and  then  at  Tangier  until  his  death  there  in  IGGl. 


James  Emerson  was  baptized  at  Bishop   Stortford,  Co.  Herts,  IGth 
February,  1G17 — IS,  and  was  the  fourth  son  of  Thomas  Emerson  and

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Elizabeth  Brewster,  and  llie  grandson  of  liohert  Emerson  and  Susan 
Crabbe,  a  freeholder  of  Bishop's  Stortford  and  a  courier  of  the  Royal 
Posts.  Tiie  iiunily  is  of  ancient  lineage  and  hails  from  Co.  ])urham, 
uliere  they  settled  in  the  twelfth  century,  having  originated  in  Acjua- 
tania,  in  France. 

l\i  the  year  1G38  his  father  and  mother  and  liiree  younger  brothers 
and  two  sisters  emigrated  to  jMassacliusetts  ]iay  Colony,  he  and  his 
elder  brother  Robert  Emerson  (his  two  other  elder  brother.-  Benjamin 
and  Ralf  having  died  young)  remaining  in  Stortford,  England.  His 
younger  brothers  Joseph  and  John  entered  the  Church  and  became 
Rev.  Joseph  Emerson,  uf  ]Mendon,  Massachusetts  liay  Colony  (from 
wiiom  the  author  and  Ralf  Waldo  Emerson  are  descended),  and  Rev. 
John  Emerson,  of  Ciloucester,  Massaciiusetts  Bay  Coltjiiy.  Rev.  John 
Emerson  married  Ruth  Symonds,  daughter  of  De|)uty-Goveriior 
Symonds,  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  The  other  brother,  Nathaniel 
Emerson,  became  a  Captain  in  tlie  colonial  militia  and  was  a  great  .^t/'i-y*^  ~ 
Indian  fighter.  His  jiiU*M''married  Captain  Joseph  Tat't,  and  from  this  /  ,  b,.4JI^ 
union  Ex-President  Taft,  the  ex-President  of  tlie  United  States,  was 
directly  descendent. 

The  two  brothers  Robert  and  James  who  remained  in  ]"2ngland  joined 
the  Parliamentary  Army  on  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  in  J  Gl'J. 
The  elder  brotiier,  Robert  Emerson,  was  previously  married  at  Bishop's 
Stortford  (lGo5)  to,  first,  Elizabeth  Grave,  and  had  an  only  daughter 
by  her,  Elizabeth,   baptized  at   Bishop's   Stortford,   lOoG  ;  the  mother 

probably  died  in  childbirth.     He  married,  secondly,  Frances ,  but 

was  divorced  from  her  on  account  of  her  levity.  He  was  Captain  in 
the  Parliamentary  Army  and  stationed  with  his  brother  Jiunes  (also 
a  Captain)  at  Edinburgh  ;  but  Captain  Ptobert  Emerson  was  either 
killed  or  died  of  disease  in  Scotland  in  the  autumn  of  IGoO  — probably 
at  Dunbar  (September,  1660)  ;  and  in  the  P.C.C.  Admon.  (now  at 
Somerset  House)  he  leaves  his  only  daughter  Elizabeth  to  his  brother 
James  to  bring  up. 

Captain  James  Emerson  had  also  married,  circa  1(148,  Lydia  Smith, 
sister  of  Francis  Smith  ;  for  in  Harleian  Society  Marriage  Allegations 
there  is  printed  the  allegation,  dated  January  12th,  1GG9 — 70,  of  his 
only  daughter,  Lydia  Emerson,  with  John  Stul)bing — her  mother  con- 
senting, Lydia  P^merson  the  daughter  being  then  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  i.e.,  born  circa  IGl'J.  Captain  Robert  Emerson's  daughter  Eliza- 
beth, was  tlieu  brought  up  by  his  brother  James's  family,  and  she' 
married  later  a  surgeon,  Mr.  Roberts,  of  Bislio|)'s  Stortford,  and  they 
lived  there  until  her  death  of  the  plague  in  171 1,  (C^  seventy-five.  She 
is  the  niece  referred  to  in  Colonel  James  Emerson's  will,  and  ^Ir. 
Roberts,  of  Stortford,  is  the  nephew  (by  marriage)  Referred  to  in  the 
will. 

To  return  now  to  Captain  James  Emerson.  He  was  promoted  to 
Major,  August  Gth,  1G59,  in  Colonel  Talbot's  Regiment  of  the  "  lirave 
black  colours"  stationed  at  Edinburgh,  part  of  the  garrison  of  occu- 
pation of  Scotland  under  the  great  General  Monk.     Captain  Pledger 


was  raised  to  Captain  in  his  |)lHce  at  tlie  same  date  {cf.  State  Papers 
Dom.  liiterregiiuiu,  August  Gtii,  ItioO^.  At  tliis  time  a  crisis  arose  in 
llie  Army  soniewiiat  similar  to  the  pre-war  crisis  in  Iielaiid.  Laml>ert 
and  the  part  of  the  Parliamentaiy  Army  in  Knglantl  wisiied  to  seize 
and  eject  the  "  Rum|)  "  and  estal)lish  a  military  dictatorship.  IMonk 
and  the  English  Army  in  -Scotland  determined  to  support  tlie  Parlia- 
ment, and  Monk  called  together  a  council  of  his  principal  officers  in 
Scotland,  and  Major  James  Emerson  was  one  of  the  seven  otticers  ])ri\  y 
to  all  the  designs  of  Monk  (cf.  Gnmble's  "Life  of  General  IMonk"; 
Rev.  Gumljle  was  the  Chaplain  of  the  "  IJrave  black  colours,"  tlie 
Regiment  in  which  James  Emerson  was  Major).  This  movement  led 
to  dissension  in  the  English  Army  ()ccu|)ying  Scotland  and  several 
olticers  resigned  tlieir  commissions,  saying  they  could  not  figlit  against 
their  brother  otticers  in  England  or  because  they  were  in  sympathy  svitli 
a  military  dictatorship.  IMonk  promptly  cashiered  them  and  lilled  their 
places  with  gentlemen  cadets  and  "non-coms."  Colonel  Talbot  was 
so  cashiered  and  Colonel  Ilubblethorne  took  command  of  the  "Brave 
black  colours "  and  it  was  known  as  ilubblethorne's  Regiment  until 
it  was  disbanded  (IGGOj.  Major  James  Emerson  thus  gained  a  ste|) 
and  was  promoted  to  Lieut. -Colonel.  Monk's  Aiuiy  as>end)led  at 
Coldstream  in  the  autumn  of  165'.>,  arxl  Gunible  (' Lile  ot  General 
Monk")  gives  a  list  of  the  otticers  at  Coldstream  w  iiose  names  as  he 
says  "  should  be  engraved  in  stone  there,  for  this  Army  brought  about 
the  Restoration."  Lieut. -Colonel  Emerson's  appears  in  Gnmble's  list 
of  officers  at  Coldstream.  On  January  1st,  IGGO,  the  historic  march 
to  London  began  ;  Lieut. -Colonel  James  Emerson  appears  at  lilackwell 
(near  Darlington)  en  route,  where  there  is  a  record  of  his  paying  4d. 
a  night  tor  billeting  his  men  (1U8).  He  is  called  Colonel  Emerson  in 
the  record,  but  only  had  a  company  and  was  really  acting  as  Captain, 
as  there  were  senior  Lieut. -Colonels  with  this  Army.  It  is  important 
in  studying  the  military  history  of  the  times  to  remember  that  Colonels 
and  Lieut. -Colonels  and  Majors  also  held  rank  as  Captains  as  well,  for 
the  same  officer  is  often  described  as  Colonel  or  Lieut. -Colonel  or  as 
Captain.  This  is  recorded  in  \  arious  military  documents.  On  arriving 
in  London  Colonel  Ilubblethorne's  Jiegiment  (the  "  IJrave  black 
colours")  was  stationed  in  Smithfield  and  llolborn.  IMonk's  officers 
had  some  disputes  with  their  General  at  this  time  and  wrote  several 
joint  letters  to  Monk.  Some  of  them  are  preserved  in  jMonk's  "Letters/' 
and  in  one  Lieut. -Colonel  James  Emerson's  signature  is  printed  in  full 
{vide  Monk's  "Letters"). 

In  the  autumn  of  IGGO  Hubblethorne's  Regiment  was  disbanded  with 
the  rest  of  the  Parliamentary  Army,  exce[)ting  Monk's  own  regiment, 
which  was  not  disbanded  until  later — and  then  only  formally — the 
regiment  being  iiow  known  as  the  "  Coldstream  Guards."  A  board 
or  council  was  ajjpointed,  and  all  old  officers  of  the  Parliamentary 
Army  with  recommendation  from  Monk  who  wished  to  serve  in  the 
Royal  Army  appeared  before  the  board  and  had  their  conimission 
(often    of  the   same   rank   as    they    held  in    the  Parliamentary  Army, 


tliougli  not  in  iill  cases)  conHnncd.  It  seems  to  liave  ile|)entle«l  on 
IMonk's  letters  of  reooniniendation.  Several  ol'  tliese  ollicers  were 
sent  to  help  strengthen  the  garrison  at  Dunkirk,  and  thiliier  Lieut. - 
Colonel  and  Captain  James  Knierson  (so  styled  in  Entry  l?onk  I., 
Aih  December,  IGGl)  was  sent  and  was  api)ointed  to  the  Governor's 
Iveginient  (i.e.,  Rutherford's,  afterwards  lOarl  of  Teviot.  (Kor 
in  State  Papers  Domestic  (p.  4(;,  Vol.  LVl.,  No.  oO)  an  oHicer* 
reoonnnended  by  Monk  and  who  was  injured  in  a  feu  de  joic  at  the 
Coronation,  so  lost  his  appointment  at  Duiddrk  f — Captain  Cardiner 
succeeding  Ca})tain  Emerson  (State  Papers  Domestic,  Carl  II,).  This 
was  after  Lieut.-Colonel  Emerson  had  sailed  for  Tangier,  On 
December  Oth,  IGGl,  Lieut.-Colonel  Emerson  was  given  some  men  in 
Sir  Robert  Ilarley's  Regiment  and  sailed  for 'i'angier  in  the  /'vV/if.s,  and 
as  Lieut.-Colonel  Kingwell  was  the  senior  I^ieut. -Colonel,  Lieut.- 
Colonel  and  Captain  Emerson  was  ranked  as  Cai)tain,  as  was  the 
custom.  Dalton,  in  his  Army  Lists,  has  him  as  "  Major  Emmerson." 
This  error  is  due  to  Dalton  having  taken  his  information  from 
Kingdom's  "  Intelligencer,"  which  is  inaccurate,  and  the  iNIajor  is  due 
to  liie  person  who  transcribed  the  original  document  having  omitted 
to  put  Captain  before  those  who  should  have  been  so  styled.  The 
State  Papers  Domestic  (Carl  11.)  give  Emerson's  name  correctly  spelt 
and  give  him  as  Lieut.-Colonel  and  as  Captain  as  was  customary. 
The  writer  of  "A  Description  of  Tangier  "  (said  to  have  been  done 
from  the  Spanish,  1G70)  also  gave  his  name  correctly  as  Emerson  and 
his  rank  correctly  as  Captain  Emerson  [vide  State  Papers  Domestic, 
Carl  JL,  Dunkirk). 

The  first  year  at  Tangier  about  half  of  Ilarley's  Regiment  was 
killed — they  and  I'eterborough's  Regiment  bore  the  brunt  of  the 
lighting  (cf.  Lieut.-Colonel  Davis'  "History  of  the  (^lecn's  "  and 
Tangier  State  Papers).  On  January  Lith,  IGG^  (New  Style),  Chris- 
topher Goade  was  gazetted  Lieutenant  in  Lieut.-Colonel  .lames 
Emerson's  Regiment  of  foot — (jivcn  at  Tangier,  ixiul  signed  by  Peter- 
borough himself.  Lieut.-Colonel  James  Emerson  was  then  no  doubt 
the  senior  Lieut.-Colonel  of  the  regiment-  this  is  after  half  the 
regiment  had  been  killed,  i.e.,  at  the  end  of  the  jirst  year  of  occupa- 
tion {ef.  Bodleian  Calendar  of  Rolls,  Middlesex,  Ch.  8G  ;  original  at 
Oxford,  Bodleian,  and  copy  at  P.R.O.,  London).  This  document,  like 
many  of  the  Tangier  docunaents,  is  incorrectly  dated — it  is  dated 
January  llith,  IGGlJ.  This  gave  me  much  work,  but  on  examining 
the  original  it  was  found  that  it  was  signed  by  Peterborough  himself, 
who,  of  course,  was  not  in  Tangier,  January  l.'Jth,  lG()2,for  he  did  not 
arrive  there  until  January  'J'Jth,  1GG2  ;  therefore  it  is  obvious  the  date 
should  be  January  l^ith,  IGGD.  The  Tangier  State  Pajiers  down  to 
the  end  of  IGQD  have  been  searched,  Ijut  the  doings  and  even  the 
muster  rolls  of  most  of  the  early  regiments  have  mostly  been  destroyed  ;

TlicrL'  seems  to  iiave  hecii  a  ^real  deal  of  ill  feclinjf  hetweeii  liie 
Irish  and  Catholic  oliixXTs  and  the  I'rotcslant  and  Mnj^li.sh  ollicers,  and 
as  a  Colonel  Fitzgerald  was  the  favonrito  of  the  Dnke  of  York,  the 
Catholics  and  Irish  elcnuMit  predominated  ;  and  liiis  Colonel  Kit/.j^erald 
was  evidently  a  man  of  abandoned  character  (<•/.  "  ilistory  of  Tanj^ier  "), 
and  it  would  seem  that  he  took  good  care  when  Governor  to  destroy 
many  of  the  early  rtx'ords  u  hen  the  Knglish  did  all  the  fighting  ami 
the  Irish  looked  on.  In  an  account  of  Tangier  at  this  j)erlod  printed 
in  the  Harleian  IMiscellany  it  seems  that  the  lives  led  hy  the  Irish 
ofliccrs,  even  to  a  man  o(  the  world,  were  disgraceful.  Drunkenness 
and  vice  of  the  most  disgraceful  kind,  cooking  of  musters  to  draw  the 
pay  of  dead  men,  etc.,  was  tiie  practice  according  to  this  writer  ('j.i\}, 
and  the  swasii  buckler  Fitzgerald  anil  his  cronies  seem  to  have  been 
responsible  for  it  all,  and  whenever  there  was  big  lighting  going  on 
Fitzgerald  seemed  generally  to  have  been  away  in  Fngland.  However, 
the  English  regiments  fought  like  heroes  atid  died  like  men  and  kept 
the  Hag  Hying.  Lieut. -Colonel  James  Fmerson's  name  does  not  apjjcar 
often  in  the  meagre  early  records,  but  he  was  j)robably  wounded  in 
the  great  ambush  into  which  the  Farl  of  Teviot  (who  succeeded 
Peterborough  as  Governor)  led  his  men  in  May,  IGfii,  when  the  \\i\vl 
and  twenty  nine  oIlK'crs  and  many  men  were;  killed  on  the  spot,  and 
many  succumbed  afterwards  on  accoiuit  of  their  rounds.  Sir  Tobias 
IJridge,  Colonel  of  the  Ilurse,  saved  the  situation,  and  was  elected 
Govertior    by    the   surviving   officers. 

Lieut. -Colonel  James  Emerson  died  between  October  ^ih,  IGGl 
(date  of  his  will),  and  January  lOth,  iG(5o  (date  of  the  court  martial 
held  to  |)rove  his  will).  Sir  Tobias  Hridgc;  was  president  of  the  court- 
martial.  Lieut. -Colonel  James  Emerson  mentions  his  "  ludoved  friend," 
Sir  Tobias  Uridge,  in  his  will.  In  his  will  he  leaves  lUs.  (about  £C> 
of  our  money)  to  his  niece  I'^lizabeth  Koberts  (iice  Emerson)  and  to  his 
ne|)hew  (l)y  marriage),  IMr.  Roberts,  of  StortfonI,  to  buy  mourning 
rings  ;  but  the  bulk  of  his  property  was  left  to  his  wife,  Lydia  Emerson 
and  to  his  only  daughter,  J^ydia  Emerson.  The  armorial  seal  on  the 
will  probably  belonged  to  Griffin,  one  of  the  u  itnesses  of  the  will. 
The  proceedings  of  the  court  martial  held  to  prove  the  will  are  re- 
corded on  the  l»ack  of  the  will — the  original  of  which  is  in  Sonjcrset 
House  (P.C.C.  o7,  Mico.).  Lieut. -Colonel  James  Emerson  was  about 
forty-si.\  years  of  age  at  his  death.

OTHER    KMKRSONS   AT    TANGIER. 

There  were  four  privates  at  Tangier  in  the  garrison  of  occupation 
in  early  days.  Allen  and  liohert  "Emerson" — these  two  ukmi  were 
not  Emersons  at  all,  but  Emonsiuis,  and  were  the  sons  of  a  Ncuwich 
drafter  called  Allen  I'hnouson,  and  should  be  written  Allen  and  Robert 
Emonson,  (<■/.  the  Norwich  Emersons,  ''English  Emersons").  'J'he 
father  impudently  assumed  the  name  Emerson  {cf.  the  Emersons  f)//«s 
Enibersons,  of  Lishop's  Storlford,  etc.,  l'.M"J).  'J  homas  Emerson, 
a  trooper  in  Sir  I'obias  iJridge's  regiment  of  horse.  He  probably  lost 
an  arm  or  leg  in  the  lighting,  for  he  became  the  town  scavenger,  and 
evidently  made  a  good  thing  out  of  it,  for  he  and  his  wife  Jane  held 
a  small  house  when  we  gave  up  the  occupation.  1  have  not  traced 
his  origin,  but  he  was  no  relation  to  J^ieut.  Colonel  James  Enuirson- - 
every  one  of  whose  family  I  have  the  history  of.  Of  George  Emerson, 
the  fourth  private,  I  know  lujthing. 

NOTE. — There  seems  some  current  confusion  as  to  the  L>*t  and  lind 
Tangier  Regiments.  The  i'acls  are  simply  these.  Li  Deeemiter,  llitil, 
a  regiment  was  raised  at  Putney  (P(Uerboruugh's)  fur  Tangier,  where 
they  arrived  January  li'Jth,  KKJlJ.  Erom  Dunkirk  on  December  l()lh, 
1  <;()!,  there  sailed  to  Tangier  Sir  Robert  Harley's  Regiment  and  two 
Irish  regiments.  These  four  regiments,  togetlier  with  a  regiment  of 
horse  (now  the  Royals),  who  sailed  with  Peterborough's,  I'urmed  the 
garrison  of  occupation,  with  some  resideut  business  men  who  served 
w  hen  required  as  volunteers.  As  their  numbers  were  reduced  by  death 
and  disease,  they  were  all  (excepting  the  Horse)  ibriued  into  one  re<ji- 
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ntiiil  ill  lGr»3  or  l()l>  1  and  were  kiiowii  as  llu;  Tutijicr  rcijinicitl.  In 
I()SO  llie  King's  Own  Ivi'giinent  was  raiscil  in  lMif>lan(l  niulcr  (lie  Karl 
of  Pl^inoulli,  anil  wont  to  Tangier  in  that  year  w  itii  drafts  taken  frinn 
tlie  IJuti's,  Uoyal  Soots,  etc.  On  tlieir  arrival  in  l()Si>  the  old  Tangier 
Keginient  l)ecaine  th(^  \sl  Tidit/irr  Itcjimviil  and  tlie  King's  Own,  etc., 
the  2m(/  Tauijier  lii'iji incut.  The  1st  Tangier  Ui'ginient  was  subsequently 
Ihe  Queen  s.  Tiierefore  it  would  seem  that  all  oHieers  and  men  I'rom 
IGGlj  to  1G80  belonged  to  the  (Queen's;  and  it  would  seem  from  the 
cireumstanees  that  the  (Queen's  would  be  justified  in  elaiming  all  the 
ollioers  of  the  early  days  of  the  oceupation  {i.u.,  IGGl — G;)),  exeepting 
the  Horse — who  were  the  Koyal  Dragoons.  Tiie  Captain  Herbert 
given  in  Colonel  Davis'  book  is  obviously  the  same  Cajitain  llerl)ert 
wlio  sailed  from  Dunkirk  Deeeniber,  IGGl,  and  as  Colonel  Davis  found 
his  name  in  a  later  muster  iio  ineluded  liim  ;  but  if  1  ren>eml)er  aright 
Colonel  Davis  ineluded  otlier  early  otlieers.  Of  eourse.  Colonel  Da\is 
did  not  know  of  Lieut. -Colonel  Kmerson's  will  or  of  the  IJodleian  entry. 
The  evidence  that  Lieut. -Colonel  James  Emerson  belonged  to  the 
Tangier  Regiment  is  indisputable,  as  his  rank  in  October,  1G61,  was 
Lieut.-Colonel  and  Captain  (vide  his  will),  and  he  was  so  described  in 
the  court  martial,  January  5tli,  IGGu. 


I  have  so  far  been  unable  to  trace  Lieut.-Colonel  James  Kmerson 
and  Captain  Robert  Kmerson's  services  in  the  Civil  War  prior  to  their 
appearance  at  Edinburgh  as  Captains  (IGoO).  It  is  always  very  ditli- 
cult  to  trace  junior  ollicers  in  those  days,  unless  they  were  killed,  for 
the  records  of  such  are  scanty.  No  doubt  they  belonged  to  Cromwell's 
jModel  ^Vrmy  and  were  of  tlie  l<'.aslein  Association,  being  Hertfordshire 
men,  and  both  extremely  well  educateil  for  the  times  at  Stortford 
Grammar  School.  Some  day  the  recor«l  of  tiieir  fighting  in  the  early 
or  first  Civil  War  may  be  discovered,  but  that  they  w  ent  with  Cromwell 
to  Scotland  is  evident. 

There  were  numerous  volunteers  lighting  at  Tangier  at  the  time  of 
the  l']iiglish  occupation,  for  a  large  trade  for  the  times  grew  up  there. 

Lieut.-Colonel  Davis  in  his  history  of  the  "  (Queen's  "  has  omitted 
several  ollicers  w  liom  lie  could  easily  have  discovered  and  restored  to 
the  muster  had  he  done  some  work  amongst  the  wills  at  Somerset 
House  and  elsewhere. 

Mr.  Kennard,  of  the  British  lunbassy  at  'J'angier,  kindly  searched 
the  muniments  there  to  see  if  any  record  of  the  army  of  occupation  in 
the  seventeenth  century  existed,  luit  lie  could  liiid  nothing.  He  says 
there  is  only  one  ancient  grave  of  the  period,  and  that  is  in  the  JMiglish 
burying  ground,  but  it  is  so  defaced  that  nothing  legible  remains.

It  is  possible  tliat  the  lid  of  the  drinking  cup  witii  HtUf  Eiiuirson's 
(ol'  Fitxloii)  arms  and  llie  niolto  "  L^ro  vera  religione  proteslaule," 
bongiit  in  Geiinany  by  Sir  J.  Kvans  and  now  in  tbu  IJritisli  Museum, 
belonged  to  a  drinking  cup  uscil  by  ami  the  property  of  Lieut. -Colonel 
James  Knierson  when  stationed  at  Dunkirk,  lOliU — 01.  This  may  have 
been  wliy  the  Rev.  -loliu  Emerson  took  l)a('k  the  arnts  to  America  in 
ITO'J  when  he  visited  iMigland.  lie  was  sure  to  iiave  goua  to  Stortford 
to  see  his  reliitive  Elizabeth,  who  was  then  living  there. 

Cromwell's  veterans  who  did  the  march  from  Coldstream  were  then 
considered  the  (inest  infantry  in  l*;uroj)e,  and  were  according  to  all 
accounts  a  very  gallant  set  of  men.  Gumble's  "Life  of  (leneral 
JMonk  "  gives  full  d(?tails  of  tiie' atfairs  in  Scotland,  tiie  wretched  life 
at  Coldstream  and  the  historic  march  throiigli  bittt^r  weather  to  London. 
Tliis  was  the  Army  tiiat  saved  England  from  a  repui)lican  JNIilitary 
I)ietatorslii|)  and  restored  the  power  to  the  Crown,  and  little  reward 
they  got  from  the  fickle  and  unstable  king — (!eiu;ral  Monk  alone 
excepted.
